Music is almost the only thing which Italians in general can be said to 
know, and even that knowledge comes to them like Dogberry’s reading 
and writing—by nature ; for of music, as a science, the unprofessional 
amateurs know but little. As vain and arrogant of the last wreck of their 
national genius, as the Romans of old were of the empire of all arts and 
arms, they look on harmonies of other lands has barbarous, nor can they 
appreciate, or understand appreciation, of the mighty German music, 
which is the proper minstrelsy of a nation of men—a music of philosophy, 
of heroism, of the intellect and of the imagination; besides which, the 
strains of modern Italy are indeed effeminately fantastic and artificially 
feeble. Rossini is the Canova of music, with much of the pretty, with 
nothing of the grand.— Bulwer. 
| Melancholy of French Comic Actors.—Potier died with the com- 

plete loss of all his intellectual faculties, and tormented with domestic 
j sorrows. Perlet, so eminent for his humour, and his vis comica, is a 
prey to spleen. Upon the stage, Vernet labours under acute sufferings, 
which extort internal cries from him at the very moment the house is con- 
vulsed with laughter. Off the stage, Bouffé is the picture of sorrow and 
sadness ; his whole person betrays internal pain, and his aspect touch one 
with compassion. He who makes the spectator laugh so much in his 
thousand transformations, excites pity in those who chance to meet him. 
Bouffé seems to despair of every thing, of himself, and others ; one 
would say that fatality and adversity overwhelmed him ;at times he seems 
to bear on his drawn and withered features the impress of all those in- 
firm and wretched characters which the whims of some dramatic writers 
have doomed him to enact. 

Arnal, that favorite of all who seek mirth and laughter, does not pride 
ia himself upon high spirits when off the stage. Anxious, agitated, sus- 
picious even, touchy, and almost irascible, everything excites his discon- 
tent, uneasiness, and anguish; his tastes are not in harmony with his stage 
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_-.vuteute He shrinks from amusement ; pleasure even seems often to 
frighten him, at least he indulges it with a calm and reserve akin to ennui. 
Arnal piques himself upon his gravity ; his occupations and tastes are all 
severe. And Moliére! What anend! Whatadeath! What mourn- 
ing and funereal gloom cast over comedy! What a life, and how consis- 
tent with it were his dying moments! ‘The public little knows the extent 
of the sacrifices made by those who devote themselves to its amusement ; 
it does not perceive that the grimace which amuses it, tortures sometimes 
the comedian’s soul, heart and mind ; it beholds his skilful achievements, 
praises or answers them without condescending to inquire what efforts 
have been prepared for what it beholds, what labour accomplishes, and 
what weariness follows it. For Dominique, Preville, Monrose, and divine 
Moliére, we must invert Horace’s precept, “ What tears shed to elicit 
some laughter.”
